lllnts About Breaking Culls. 


Brcsik and drive cults by rising thft 


koniR-nuulc "rig" oflcn iledcribeil aa a 
"breaking-cart"—a stout pair of wheels 
and a.xlp with shafts attached, running 
out behind eight feet or so according to 
the height of the wheels. This is to pre- 
vent backing and rearing. In making 
this breaking-cart, it is best to have the 
shafts rather close, as the colt is more 
confined, and soon gives up tho natural 
tendency to .turn around. Drive colts 
barefoot until the feet show signs of 
wear and lameness, usually until they 
aro h'vo years old. If tho aim is to rvuike 
a trotter of him, and he is given speedy 
work, that alters the case somewhat, 
and tho hard pounding that spmo roads 
give, with tho danger arising from 
striking stones in such a way as to split 
the hoof, makes' it necessary to shoe, 
fast colls when they are undergoing 
training exorcise. 


In breaking and training colts single, 


it is best to do so without blinders. 
They become quickly accustomed to the 
appearance of a vehicle following them, 
which rmi.st bo a terrific sight to a 
horse that has always boon driven close- 
ly blinded, when by chance, having on 
a headstall with loose check-pieces, or 
by any oilier accident, ho scos a top- 
wagon following close to his heels. 
Many a _ frightful runaway has como 
from this cause, 
Long check-pieces, 


when tho horse is suddenly drawn up, 
are naturally thrown out from tho head, 
and this lets the animal havo a view 
perhaps for tho first time what is be- 
hind him—and away ho goes. 
Then, 


tho harder the driver pulls, tho plainer 
tho horso sees tho wagon. In buying a 
horse, make sure that he is not afraid 
of tho vehicle behind him when in mo- 
tion. It is easily done by walking at 
his sido and lifting the back part of tho 
blinder. 


Quo of tho most important things to 


touch a colt is to back and to stop back- 
ing at tho word whoa! This should 
always bo done at first ou a gentle down 
grado. The backing of courso must bo 
done down tho grade, which should not 
bo steep enough to tako tho entire ef- 
fort of backing off of tho colt, but to 
lessen it essentially. As soon as tho 
colt becomes a littfo accustomed to tho 
cart, or ovnn boforo lie is put in shafts, 
ho must learn what whoa! means, and 
under any and all circumstances to stop 
short when ho hears it. 
Then when 


placed boforo the breaking-cart, somo 
suvero "chock" should bo arranged to 
be applied at oner. Several contriv- 
ances aro in use. A hard jerk upon tho 
bit is made to tako tlio place of tho 
ehc'L'k, but that makes (lie tender mouth 
sore and irritates the animal. 
Some, 


colt-breakers uio a strap rein with a 
ring in tli« end, p;v-*cil over and at- 
tached to the head-stall, tho end of tho 
rein being run through tho ring, which 
hangs at the right sido of tho head, and 
goes back to the hand of the driver. 
At the word, a sharp pull tightens tho 
noose upon the colt's throat and throws 
ui) his head, stopping him at once. 
It 


plays loose immediately on being re- 
laxed, and while it gives tho colt a pal- 
pable hint, it does him no harm. Tho 
expectation of tho "hint" will soon 
oauso the colt to stop at the word, as il 
ho were struck in tho face. 
The habit 


thus acquired will last for life, provided 
the word is not improperly used, and 
lie_gots an idea that whoa! moans "not 
rfjuito so fast," Even n runaway horso, 
properly trained to stop at whoa! will 
often do so, and tho habit is a s.ira safe- 
guard against accidents, which can 
iardlv be over-estimated.—American 
Agriculturist. 


Pumpkins and Potatoes for Cattle. 
A reader asks "What is tho value of 


potatoes, cither cooked or raw, as com- 
pared with corn,, and does it pay to 
raise pumpkins for cattle?" 


Tho circumstances of each 
fcedei 


ill determine, to a groat extent, tha 


question as to whether or not it will pay- 
so grow pumpkins, or other kinds of 
food for cattle. 
Hut inasmuch as tho 


cost of raisin^ pumpkins is generally 
conlinod to tho planting of tho seeds in 
;ho iiold with corn, and to tho labor of; 
gathering and cutting tho crop for the 
itock, it'is not likely that much loss will 
result from raising plenty of them and 
feeding freely to cattle. That they may 
!orm an excellent addition to tho diet of 
milch cows is loo well known to require 
stating. That groat benefit to fattening 
stock will follow feeding with pump- 
kins, as from feeding roots, can riot bo 
doubted. And as it seems to bo a settled 
fact that the farmers of tho Middle and 
Western States will not "fuss" with 
raising roots for farm stock, as long as 
mai-/,e remains the groat staple feeding 
crop, it may be well for them to grow 


umpkins aa a good substitute, costing 
ittle or nothing. But it will scarcely 
pay to do as tiiousands have done, pro- 
duce a large crop of pumpkins and 
leave them to freeze and rot in tho field, 
while the stock gnaws a half starved 
existence from tho straw-stack and from 
storm-bleachod cornstalks, In 
feeding 


pumpkins it is bettor to remove tho 
seeds, as in considerable quantities they 
act as a diuretic. 


Extended 
experiments Lave 
boon 


mado with potatoes in feeding, but it 
would bo difficult to say how profitable 
they would be as food for cattle in 
ditierent regions and under varying cir- 
cumstances. 
Scientific analyst's can do 


something to help decide the question; 
but it has been found that the practical 
results do not agree with those which 
such analyses would lead us to expect. 
Tho market value of potatoes and other 
foods, the cost of production, etc., must 
bo considered in reaching a decision. 
It is quite clear that with good corn 
selling at ten cents per bushol, and po- 
tatoes worth twenty-live cents, as has 
been tho case in the West, the latter 
could not be a profitable feeding crop. 
But when potatoes sell slowly at ten 
cents per bushel and corn at fifty cents, 
the difference might bo in favor of pa 
tatoes. —1'rairie Farmer.

The Late Dr. McBrlde-Obituary. 


The funeral of the late Dr. Samuel Me- 


Bride took place at 3 o'olcok Saturday 
afternoon. Services were conducted at 
St. John's Episcopal chnroh by Rector 
Moore. The remains were interred in 
Greenwood cemetery, The pall-bearers 
were Drs. Ira Barnea, W. J. Chenoweth, 
B. F. Sibley, B. A. Allison, S. J. Bnmstead 
and J. K. Bandall. 


The deceased was born in Pike county, 


Ohio, Deo. 17, 1822, and consequently 
lacked onl/ a few weeka of being 62 years 
old. The oonntry in which Mr. MoBride 
waa raised was hilly and mountainous, 
but was old settled and had good common 
schools which he attended, as he did nleo 
the Salem Academy. He commenced the 
study of medicine nnder his brother, Dr. 
W. O. McBride, and attended the Starling 
Medical College, from which he gradu- 
ated on the 20th of February, 1862. He 
began the practice of medicine at Jasper, 
Pike county, Ohio, on the Scioto river, 
between Chillioothe and Portsmouth. In 
1855 he removed to Decatur and estab- 
lished himself as a physician. He was 
married in 1867 to Miss Lida Fariss, of 
Mt. Pleasant, Iowa. He was a man of 
studious habits and a great reader. He 
devoted much attention to literature, his- 
tory and science, always perusing the 
latest works m his profession, and keep- 
ing pace with the most advanced thinkers. 
In disposition he was kind and generous, 
and especially so in his family. He was 
a genial talker and approached the imag- 
inative in his intellectual characteristics, 
He was for many years a devoted Chris- 
tian, being a member of St. John's Epis- 
copal ohurch in which faith he died. The 
immediate cause of his death was paraly- 
sis, superinduced by a complication of 
diseases ot some years' standing, the ti eat- 
meut of which was not well understood 
by the medical profession of that time. 


The deceased leaves a wife but no 


children.

Many experiments have been made to 


.measure the height of waves in all con- 
ditions of weather. One authority goes 
ns high as sixty-four feet and another as 
low as five feet, giving it as his reason 
that the ponetrntinn: power of wind can- 
not reach below that depth. 
Of this 


philosopher it may bo presumed that he 
iwns a martyr to sea-sickness, and that 
lie .must have contented bimaelf with 
rnakino- his calculations in his study. 
On the other hand, a height of sixty- 
four feet is almost as absurd, though it 
fis more in correspondence than five feet 
can possibly bo with our conception of 
tbe altitude of the majestic surges 
which roll under the impulse of storms 
of wind along the surface, of the great 
oceans. It is true that the earthquake 
wave has been known to rise to sixty 
feet; yet surges of this kind are happily 
scarce, since when they occur they are 
not only in the habit of razing whole 
towns upon the coast lino whore they 
break, but of carrying some of the ves- 
sels they may encounter nt anchor m
